The change for which Brandom was ar- 


rested is abduction. Monday night a little 
girl. LuluCavaDaugh,15 years old took part 
In the performance as a''super." She ap- 
peared as one of the buskers in the husking 
bee in the third act. Before the performance 
was over she 
had become acquainted 


with 
Brandom 
and 
he offered 
to 


take her with the show, promising, so she 
says, to give her $8 a week and expenses. 
He took her to the European hotel at the 
close of the performance. 
There they reg- 


istered as man and wife and occupied the 
same room that night. 


Miss Cavanangh Is the daughter of John 


Cavanaugh, a brick hauler. 
She has been 


working In the family of Amos Sblsler. 
When the girl did not come to the house 
yesterday morning one of the daughters of 
Mr. Snisler made some inquiries as to her 
whereabouts that gave her a suspicion of 
the true state of affairs. She at once re- 
po'ted to the matter to John Cavanaugh. 
That was about 9 In the morning. 
He 


went to different hotels and finally inquired 
at the one at which his daughter had stayed. 
From the description ?iveu of the woman 
who came with the showman, he thought it 
must be his daughter.
